Lombardo Toledano’s appeal to 
the three presidents follows: 

“The serious situation of India 
causes the organized workers of

Saturday night.

Meatless Days 
For U. S. Seen 


Possibility 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17 (UP).—Meat- 
less days and meat rationing are a 
probability in the United States to 
assure a more equitable distribu- 
tion of supplies insufficient to meet 
maximum military and civilian 
needs, Roy F. Hendrickson, admin- 


ing Administration, said today. 
He made this statement in a press 
conference before detailing to the 
National Association of Retail Meat 
Dealers the causes of a meat short- 
age which already has been felt in

Pointing out that billions of 
pounds of meat would be shipped to 
the army and allies during the year 
starting July 1, 1942, Hendrickson 
added: 
“There will be a shortage of 3,- 
000,000,000 pounds of meat in rela- 
tion to the quantity of meat civilian 
consumers would buy at ceiling 
prices.” 
Hendrickson gave these reasons 
for the shortage: 
1. Huge shipments to . armed 
forces. “Meat is the foundation of 
the soldier's diet.“ 
. Shipments to Britain and Rus- 
bla. “The meat that is going to Rus- 
sia—where the fighting is most ac- 
tive now--is the most important 
meat on earth. The meat that goes 
to Britain will fall into the same 
category when the cots Front 
opens.” 
3. Domestic consumer demand is 
soaring on a national income ex- 
pected to reach $115,000,000,000 This 
year, compared with $90,000,000,000 
in the “boom year” 1920.

Advocates of poll-tax aboli- 
tion m New York State are ex- 
pected to bring the question before 
the Republican, Democratic, Amer- 
ican Labor and Communist Party 
conventions, all taking place within 
the next two weeks, for action by 
all parties. 

They urge increased efforts upon 
the New York State Congressmen 
who have still not signed, pointing 
out that these alone would be 
enough to complete the peition, to 
release the bill from the Judiciary 
Committee of the House.
